“ I am in hearty acco rd with the 
po licy determinatio n o f the Co n­ 
gress that the security interests o f 
the natio n will best be serv ed by 
the dev elo pment within the Unit­ 
ed States o f a free co mpetitiv e 
sy nthetic rubber industry , and I 
believ e that no w is the time to un­ 
dertake plant dispo sal,” the Pres­ 
ident said. 
“ The pro gram reco mmended in 
the repo rt o f the Reco nstructio n 
Finance Co rpo ratio n (RFC) ap­ 
pears to pro v ide basic o utline o f 
a 
satisfacto ry metho d to achiev e 
this 
result.” 
Co nditio ns fo e Sale 
The RFC repo rt, made public 
March 2, laid do wn these main 
co nditio ns fo r sale o f the plants: 
1. The go v ernment must get the 
max imum return o n its inv est­ 
ment. 
2. The new o wners must main­ 
tain go ing sy nthetic rubber indus­ 
try as a defense materials back­ 
sto p. 
3. A co mpetitiv e priv ate indus­ 
try must be bo m fro m the go v ern­ 
ment mo no po ly . 
RFC o perates 22 rubber-making 
o r feeder plants. These are lo cat­ 
ed at Lo s Angeles; Ho usto n, Bo r- 
ger, Bay to wn and Po rt Neches 
Tex .;

Eisenho wer no ted that at the

When my electric b ill suddenly 
doub led from one month to a n ­ 
other I decided to make my local 
lighting company real sorry it had 
tried to put ovei a fast one on a 
well-informed citizen.

fleeced victims all over the coun­ 
try, helpless in the face of a con­ 
spiracy b etween the inscrutab le 
meters and the implacab le utilities. 
High time for a nationwide scan­ 
dal that would rock the country. 
I promptly went to the M anhat­ 
tan offices oi the New York State 
Pub lic Service Commission. 
“What ab out these ele d rie m e­ 
ters?” I asked a little b elligerently. 
“How m any meters have you found 
inaccurate and w hat’s b een done 
ab out them ?” 
“Oh, quitt- a few of them are in­ 
accurate,” the Commission’s spe­ 


cialist 
on 
electric 
meters 
said 
airily. 1 smiled grimly. So that’s 
how it was, eh? 
“Who 
checks on 
the 
electric 
company to see if the meters art 
1 
right in the first place?” I asked. 
He replied b landly. “Why, we 
do. 
Ab out three 
hundred 
New- 
Yorkers come to us every year and 
insist on a thorough test of their 
meters b y our inspectors. If the 
meters are inaccurate b y more 
than two per cent the minim um 
fee 
we charge 
for testing the 
meter has to b e paid b y the utility, 
which also makes refunds, 
“ li 
the meter is accurate or 
less than two per cent off. the 
customer pays the testing fee. 
“Most states will also m ake the 
same test for the same fee on any 
meter—gas, electric or water. 
“But we don’t depend on com­ 
plaints. Testing of the four million 
nine hundred 
thousand electric 
rnt ters in the state goes on all the 
time. Ab out ten per cent of them 
are inaccurate.” 
1 saw it all now. And w hat’s 
more, 1 determined to expose it. 
Almost half a million inaccurate 
meters ticking away, merrily in 
New York State alone. All over 


the country perhaps 5,000,000 m e­ 
ters were completely cockeyed and 
impoverishing the 
poor suckers 
like myself who were paying the 
b ills. 


Vanishing Ex po se 
The Pub lic Service expert w ent 
on placidly: “Of the inaccurate 
meters ab out fourteen out of fif­ 
teen are slow. That is, they lose 
for the electric companies 
. . . ” 
As his words sank in 1 could see 
my great expose vanishing. 
Mo st 
accurate meters wo rk in fav o r o f 
the custo mers. Was it possib le? 
“ You see,” he continued, “the 
heart of the electric meter is a 
perm anent magnet which in most 
Of the older meters tends to lose a 
little strength each year and thus 
runs more slowly, in the consum­ 
e r ’s favor.” 


They ’re Nev er Perfect 
No meter, in fact, was ever con­ 
sidered perfect, my man 
contin­ 
ued. Experts know that water m e­ 
ters, for instance, can b e throw n 
off b y minerals in the w ater and 
that they are generally considered 
even more inaccurate than gas or 
electric meters. And some Of the 
older electric meters still in use 
will take huge jumps in w att hours 


if lightning hits a nearb y tran s­ 
former. But regular inspections of 
all meters keep these fairly u n ­ 
usual occurrences from affecting 
to m any utility b ills too long. 
In most states meters have to b e 
inspected ab out once every five 
years and in some super-cautious 
states, such as Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin, smaller 
gas meters are supposed to b e in­ 
spected as often as once every two 
years. But in California it’s every 
seven years and Illinois lets it go 
to once every 10 years. In any case 
if tln> meters are last the compan­ 
ies have to m ake refunds to the 
customers. 
More often than not it isn’t the 
meter’s fault to b egin with. House­ 
wives who now try to get the pilot 
of their range as high with n a ­ 
tural gas as they used to with 
m anufactured 
gas 
are 
wasting 
money. Broken b ulb s left in sock­ 
ets 
will sometimes use current 
even though they won’t light up. 
Pilot lights on tab le radios don’t 
last long and are seldom replaced. 
Thus, the radio m ay often b e left 
on all night. And small, steady 
leaks in the b athroom or kitchen 
faucets can run up good-sized w a­ 
ter b ills all b y themselves. 


By the time I had these so bering 
facts I felt a little mo re reaso nable 
abo ut my bill. May be lightning 
had go tten into a nearby trans­ 
fo rmer. I suggested to their meter 
inspecto r. 


“Not in these new meters,” he 
said as he checked. “ Meter’s fine. 
Add any new fix tures lately ? ”

ant glass panel heaters in tw o attic 
rooms

them swore that they used hardly 
any current. 
Red-faced Writer 
“I’m afraid,” the m eter man 
smiled, “he was giv ing y o u the 
b usiness. These panel heaters are 
supposed to 
be turned o n and o ff 
like ah electric light; to be used 
only when you actually need them 
for immediate heat. If y o u leav e 
them on all the time like a radiato r 
they run up a terrific 
bill—iike 
yours.’i

more careful management o f 4*ur 
heater panels the bill came back 
to near-normal. To o bad! I co uld

To Gro w Springers 
Of the approximate 50 cows in 
production, almost half will b e off­ 
ered at *ucH« i-^4r> dairymen from 
elsewhere in tr e state and to local 
farmers who want to get started in 
the dairy b usiness. All are profit­ 
ab le cows and few of them more 
than 6 years (id, b ut b y limiting 
themselves to registered Holsteins, 
Matthews Bros., expect to special­ 


ize in the production of springers 
lor the registered Holstein market, 
in addition to selling milk. 
Like their father and grandfath­ 
er b efore them, Flovd and Glenn 
Matthews, Jr., have b een active 
all their lives in farming east and 
south of Sikeston. Their associa­ 
tion in their present project, which 
L largely under the direction of 
Floyd Matthews, b egan in 
1941 
when they acquired 14 registered 
milking Shorthorn cow\s. 
Their production and sale of 
b red 
Shorthorn 
Springers 
and 
calves continued until May of 1946 
when, upon Floyd’s return from

! purchased a herd ot Holsteins near 
I DeSoto and expanded their dairy 
operations. From that time until 
I the present they have expended 
much money, time and effort to­ 
ward b uilding up and improving 
their herd to make it eligib le lor 
full registration. 
A Grade A Herd 
The Matthews dairy b egan oper­ 
ations in a b arn 36 feet b y 54 feet 
in size. As the herd grew, addi­ 


tions b ecame necessary and today 
the b arn is 120 feet long b y 36 feet 
wide. Two silos provide storage 
space for winter roughage, and 
facilities for milk hadling meet the 
requirements for Grade A rating.

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Keep Soil Organisms at 
Work to Increase Yields 


“Put your soil organisms to 
work,” say P. W. Gull and G. N. 
Hotter in CROPS & SOILS. “Feed 
them well and they will give 
you bigger yields 
and 
leave 
your soil in better condition, 
too.” 
In a single ounce of rich, fer­ 
tile soil, there are as many as 
SO billion tiny living o rganises— 
•bout 200 for every person in the 
United States. 
to the top foot of an acre of 
fertile soil there are from 2 to 3 
tons of these living organisms, 
whifeh are an immense factor in 
shaping crop production. 
Some 
hilp produce better crops while 
others are destructive. 
Fortu­ 
nately the helpful ones keep the 
upper hand, if given a chance. 
They provide nutrients, build 
soil tilth, fight plant diseases, 
fix nitrogen, rot organic m atter 
and release carbon dioxide for 
growing plants. 
Most organisms insist on good 
ventilation. If soil is too wet or 
too “tight” some die while oth­ 
ers sleep longer or do less work. 
But this hidden “crop” m ust be 
fed well to work efficiently. The 
organisms in the plow layer of 
an acre of soil will use each 
year about 400 pounds of nitro­ 
gen, 80 pounds of phosphorous 
and huge quantities of energy 
foods like sugars and starches. 
Wi£h 
sweetclover, 
or 
other 
organic matter, plowed under, 
conditions are almost ideal for 
organisms. 
A whole cycle of 
activity is touch off. 
Some 
organisms work best just after 
the organic m aterial is plowed 
under—others like it better after 
it has been partly decayed by 
the first groups. 
With continued warm tem pera­ 
tures and adequate moisture, the 
organisms multiply, one group 
taking over after another, until 
food becomes less plentiful. Soil 
bacteriologists estimate that half

M ay Be Purchased 
By Private Industry; 
Government-Owned 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (/P)— President 
Eisenhower 
today 
recommended 
sale of 550 million dollars worth of 
government-owned synthetic rub­ 
ber plants to private industry. 
In a special message to Congress 
from 
his vacation 
headquarters 
here, the President asked the law­ 
makers to enact legislation author­ 
ing disposal of the facilities. 
“I am in hearty accord with the 
policy determination of the Con­ 
gress that the security interests of 
the nation will best be served by 
the development within the Unit­ 
ed States of a free competitive 
synthetic rubber industry, and I 
believe that now is the time to un­ 
dertake plant disposal,” the Pres- 
ident said. 
“The program recommended in 
the report of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation (RFC) ap­ 
pears to provide basic outline of a 
satisfactory method to achieve this 
result.” 
Conditions for Sale 
The RFC report, made public 
March 2, laid down these main 
conditions for sale of the plants: 
1. The government must get the 
maximum return on its invest­ 
ment. 
2. The new owners must main­ 
tain going synthetic rubber indus­ 
try as a defense materials back­ 
stop. 
3. A competitive private indus­ 
try must be born from the govern­ 
ment monopoly. 
RFC operates 22 rubber-making 
or feeder plants. These are locat­ 
ed at Los Angeles; Houston, Bor- 
ger, Baytown and Port Neches 
Tex.; 
Baton 
Rouge 
and 
Lake 
Charles, La.; Louisville, Ky.; Insti­ 
tute, W. Va.; Akron, O.; Kobuta, 
Pa., and Naugatuck, Conn. 
Eisenhower noted that at the 
onset of World War II, when the 
United States was denied access 
to its normal supplies of natural 
rubber “a huge governm ent-own­ 
ed synthetic rubber industry was 
created at a cost of some 700 m il­ 
lion dollars.” He added: 
“There remain in government 
ownership facilities which cost ap­ 
proximately 550 million dollars 
and which now supply nearly all 
of the nation’s requirements of 
synthetic rubber, which, in 1952, 
amounted to 806,500 long tons out 
of a total consumption of 1,260,000 
long tons of new rubber.” 
The 
federally-owned 
facilities 
now are operated for the govern­ 
ment by a num ber of rubber, pe­ 
troleum and chemical companies.

Ike Asks 
That Rubber 
Plant Be Sold 


May Be Purchased 
By Private Industry; 
Government-Owned 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (ZP)— President 
Eisenhower 
today 
recommended 
sale of 550 million dollars worth of 
government-owned synthetic rub­ 
ber plants to private industry. 
In a special message to Congress 
from 
his vacation 
headquarters 
here, the President asked the law ­ 
makers to enact legislation author­ 
ing disposal of the facilities. 
"I am in hearty accord with the 
policy determination of the Con­ 
gress that the security interests of 
the nation will best be served by 
the development within the Unit­ 
ed States of a free competitive 
synthetic rubber industry, and I 
believe that now is the time to un­ 
dertake plant disposal,” the Pres­ 
ident said. 
“The program recommended in 
the report of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation (RFC) 
ap­ 
pears to provide basic outline of a 
satisfactory method to achieve this 
result.” 
Conditions for Sale 
The RFC report, made public 
March 2, laid down these main 
conditions for sale of the plants: 
1. The government must get the 
maximum return on its invest­ 
ment. 
2. The new owners must main­ 
tain going synthetic rubber indus­ 
try as a defense materials back­ 
stop. 
3. A competitive private indus­ 
try must be born from the govern­ 
ment monopoly. 
RFC operates 22 rubber-making 
or feeder plants. These are locat­ 
ed at Los Angeles; Houston, Bor­ 
ger, Baytown and Port Neches 
Tex.; 
Baton 
Rouge 
and 
Lake 
Charles, La.; Louisville, Ky.; Insti­ 
tute, W. Va.; Akron, O.; Kobuta, 
Pa., and Naugatuck, Conn. 
Eisenhower noted that at the 
onset of World War II, when the 
United States was denied access 
to its normal supplies of natural 
rubber “a huge governm ent-own­ 
ed synthetic rubber industry was 
created at a cost of some 700 m il­ 
lion dollars.” He added: 
“There remain in government 
ownership facilities which cost ap­ 
proximately 550 
million dollars 
and which now supply nearly all 
of the nation’s requirements of 
synthetic rubber, which, in 1952, 
amounted to 806,500 long tons out 
of a total consumption of 1,260,000 
long tons of new rubber.” 
The 
federally-owned 
facilities 
now are operated for the govern­ 
ment by a number of rubber, pe­ 
troleum and chemical companies.

For Big Crop of Vitamins 
Grow Garden of Greens 


Never Let Swiss Chard Leaves Grow Taller Than 10 Inches 


Grefen, leafy foods rich in Vita­ 
min A are easily provided in 
abundance by the home garden. 
In'fact, the gardener must be on 
guard against too great abund­ 
ance, so efficient are they. Small 
plantings of several kinds are 
advisable, so that the family will 
not become “fed-up” with one 
kind served too often. 
You can leave spinach out en­ 
tirely, if the family insists, and 
still provide a tempting selection 
of various greens, most of which 
make 
welcome ingredients 
in 
bovyl 
salad 
as well as tasty 
cooked dishes. 
Most widely grown are Swiss 
chard and New Zealand spinach. 
Chard is an ancient vegetable, 
probably the first form of beet 
to be grown for food, while New 
Zealand 
spinach 
is 
relatively 
modern, having been discovered 
as a wild plant in New Zealand, 
where the natives did not eat it. 
It became popular in Britain long 
before its vitamin content was 
known. Its flavor resembles that 
of spinach. 
It has large, hard seed, which 
some have difficulty growing; 
but grows well if sown in the 
early spring, as soon as the soil 
has been prepared. Seeds often 
live over winter and come up in 
the spring, and the plant is hardy 
in spite of a tropical origin. But 
it is easily overdone; since one 
plant fills a bushel basket, and 
when the tips of its leaves are cut 


off for use, new tips grow rapid­ 
ly, and the harvest continues un­ 
til late in the fall. 
Swiss chard should be used 
when the leaves are young, not 
over ten inches in height. Sown 
with the earliest crops, it will be 
ready to cut in a month, and new 
leaves will grow to replace those 
that are cut. Chard has a dis­ 
tinctive flavor which many pre­ 
fer 
to 
spinach, 
and 
children 
usually like it better. 
The mustard family provides 
several varieties of greens. One 
known as Tendergreen will pro­ 
duce edible leaves in 21 days 
from sowing, and if the roots are 
left 
undisturbed 
will 
produce 
eight or nine crops in the season. 
All the mustards are quick grow­ 
ing. and are much esteemed in 
the southern states. 
Garden sorrel is a hardy peren­ 
nial, which will live over winter 
and produce greens. It does best 
in light shade. 
Kale is a fall and winter plant. 
Sown in June, the plants set out 
in rows two feet apart, they will 
produce leaves which stand.freez­ 
ing, and are improved in flavor 
by that experience. Collards are 
a member of the cabbage family 
which do not make heads, but 
leaves with cabbage flavor. 
All these varieties of greens 
are rich in minerals and vita­ 
mins, and are valuable in the 
diet and produce a surprising 
quantity of food on small space.

For Big Crop of Vitamins 
Grow Garden of Greens 


Never Let Swiss Chard Leaves Grow Tailer Than IO Inches 


Grefcn, leafy foods rich in Vita­ 
min A are easily provided in 
aburidance by the home garden. 
In fact, the gardener must be on 
guard against too great abund­ 
ance, sp efficient are they. Small 
plantings of several kinds are 
advisable, so that the family will 
not become “fed-up” with one 
kind served too often. 
You can leave spinach out en­ 
tirely, if the family insists, and 
still provide a tempting selection 
of various greens, most of which 
make welcome ingredients in 
bowl salad as well as tasty 
cooked dishes. 
Most widely grown are Swiss 
chard and New Zealand spinach. 
Chard is an ancient vegetable, 
probably the first form of beet 
to be grown for food, while New 
Zealand spinach 
is 
relatively 
modern, having been discovered 
as a wild plant in New Zealand, 
where the natives did not eat it. 
It became popular in Britain long 
before its vitamin content was 
known. Its flavor resembles that 
of spinach. 
It has large, hard seed, which 
some have difficulty growing; 
but grows well if sown in the 
early spring, as soon as the soil 
has been prepared. Seeds often 
live over winter and come up in 
the spring, and the plant is hardy 
in spite of a tropical origin. But 
it is easily overdone; since one 
plant fills a bushel basket, and 
when the tips of its leaves are cut 


off for use, new tips grow rapid­ 
ly, and the harvest continues un­ 
til late in the fall. 
Swiss cnard should be used 
when the leaves are young, not 
over ten inches in height. Sown 
with the earliest crops, it will be 
ready to cut in a month, and new 
leaves will grow to replace those 
that are cut. Chard has a dis­ 
tinctive flavor which many pre­ 
fer to spinach, 
and children 
usually like it better. 
The mustard family provides 
several varieties of greens. One 
known as Tendergreen will pro­ 
duce edible leaves in 21 days 
from sowing, and if the roots are 
left 
undisturbed 
will 
produce 
eight or nine crops in the season. 
All the mustards are quick grow­ 
ing. and are much esteemed in 
the southern states. 
Garden sorrel is a hardy peren­ 
nial, which will live over winter 
and produce greens. It does best 
in light shade. 
Kale is a fall and winter plant. 
Sown in June, the plants set out 
in rows two feet apart, they will 
produce leaves which stand freez­ 
ing, and are improved in flavor 
by that experience. Collards are 
a member of the cabbage family 
which do not make heads, but 
leaves with cabbage flavor. 
All these varieties of greens 
are rich in minerals and vita­ 
mins, and are valuable in the 
diet and produce a surprising 
quantity of food on small space.

“Oh, quite a few of them are In­ 
accurate,” the Commission's spe- 


cialist 
on

airily. I smiled grimly. So that’s 
how’ it was, eh? 
“Who checks on 
the electric 
company to see if the meters are 
right in the first place?” I asked. 
He replied blandly. “ Why, we 
do. 
About 
three 
hundred 
New on 
Yorkers come to us every year and 
insist on a thorough test of their 
meters bv our inspectors. If the 
meters are inaccurate by more 
than two per cent the minimum 
tee 
we charge 
for testing the 
meter has to be paid by the utility, 
which also makes refunds. 
“ If the meter is accurate or 
less than tw’o per cent off, the 
customer pays the testing fee. 
“ Most states will also make the 
same test for the same fee on any 
m eter—gas, electric or water.

bills. 


Vanishing Expose 
The Public Service expert went 
placidly: “Of the inaccurate 
meters about fourteen out of fif­ 
teen are slow. That is, they lose 
for the electric companies . . . ” 
As his words sank in I could see 
my great expose vanishing. Most 
accurate meters work in favor of 
the customers. Was it possible? 
“You see,” he continued, “the 
heart of the electric meter is a 
perm anent magnet which in most 
of the older meters tends to lost* a 
little strength each year and thus 
runs more slowly, in the consum­ 
e r’s favor.” 


T hey’re Never Perfect 
Ne meter, in fact, w'as ever con­ 
sidered perfect, my man contin­ 
ued. Experts know that water m e­ 
ters, for instance, can Im* throw n 
off by minerals in the w ater and 
that they are generally considered 
even more inaccurate than gas or 
electric meters. And some of tin* 
older electric meters still in use 
will take huge jumps in watt hours 


if lightning hits a nearby trans­ 
former. But regular inspections of 
all meters keep these fairly un­ 
usual occurrences from affecting 
to many utility bills too long. 
In most states meters have to be 
inspected about once every five 
years and in some super-cautious 
states, such as Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia ami 
Wisconsin, smaller 
gas meters are supposed to be in­ 
spected as often as once every two 
years. But in California ifs every 
seven years and Illinois lets it go 
to once every IO years. In any case 
if the meters are last the compan­ 
ies have to make refunds to the 
customers.
